2 Romulus men 
arrested in child 
support sweep 

A Valentine’s Day child 
support sweep conducted by 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Deputies led to the arrest of 
63 men who are allegedly sev- 
eral years behind in making 
child support payments. 

Operation Cupid (Children 
Unsupported by Parents 
Intervention Detail) was car- 
ried out during several days, 
and led to the arrest of the 
men for whom felony war- 
rants had been issued for non- 
payment. 

Two of them men, Karl 
Davis and Oliver Mansell, 
allegedly owe $10,000 and 
$51,000, respectively, in pay- 
ments, said Wayne County 
Sheriff Warren Evans. 

“Failing to financially sup- 
port your own children when 
you have the ability to pay is a 
crime, both legally and moral- 
ly speaking,” Evans said. 

“Every dollar that is col- 
lected as a result of this effort 
can be used to by custodial 
parents to purchase their kids 
the new clothes, school sup- 
plies — or even food — they 
need to thrive.” 

The men arrested had 
been charged with felony 
child non-support, had not-in- 
custody warrants issued for 
their arrest, violated the terms 
of their probation on prior 
child support related convic- 
tions, or failed to appear in 
court on a prior case involving 
their failure to pay child sup- 
port. 

There is an estimated $3.5 
billion in unpaid back child 
support owed to Wayne 
County children and their cus- 
todial parents. Worthy said 
the goal of the program is to 
encourage payment, not to 
place parents in jail. 

“The money we collect 
makes a tremendous impact 
and enhances the quality of 
life for so many children,” 
Worthy said. “Without these 
funds some children are 
forced to go with out the basic 
necessities of life.” 





































































Passenger travel 
flat for 2007 

The number of people who 
flew in and out of the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport in 2007 
remained almost unchanged 
from the previous year, air- 
port officials said last week. 

According to estimates pro- 
vided by the Financial and 
Planning Analysis Division at 
the airport, 35,966,800 total 
passengers either arrived or 

‘departed from the airport, 
which is 5,873 less than in 
2006. — 

Declines in the level of 
travel both November and 
December of 3.4 percent was 
the reason the airport failed 
to surpass 2006 numbers, said 
Lester Robinson, the CEO of 
the Wayne County Airport 
Authority.

Five candidates have filed to seek two open 
spots on the Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education.

Local casino 
wins OK of 
committee

It’s all in the hands on Nancy 
Pelosi. 

The process of building a casi- 
no in the city of Romulus inched a 
little closer to suecess when the 
U.S. House Natural Resources 
Committee advanced a bill that 
would allow a controversial land 
claim by bands of the Chippewa 
Indians to build casinos in Port 
Huron and Romulus. 

The approval means that the 
bill will not likely be sent to the 
Rules Committee for modifica- 
tions, and that Speaker of the 
House Pelosi could call for a vote 
anytime, said Romulus Mayor 
Alan Lambert. 

“We've been told that no matter 
how this goes, we should know 
how to proceed in about 30 days,” 
he said. 

Meanwhile, city officials are 
meeting tomorrow with Rep. John 
Dingell (D-Dearborn), who has 
supported the casino bill for some 
time. 

“We're going to talk about what 
comes next,” Lambert said. “After 
we heard the bill was approved by 
the (Natural Resources) commit- 
tee, we were very happy, that’s for 
sure.” 

A delegation of Romulus casi- 
no supporters testified about the 
economic development aspects of 
a casino Feb. 5 in front of the 
House Natural Resources 
Committee, and within days of the 
testimony, the bill was sent to the 
House floor 

The supporters who back the 
plan include Lambert and 
Dingell, who spoke at the hearing, 
and several others who sent let- 
ters of support, including Sen. 
Carl Levin and Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm.

The long-awaited opening date 
for the Romulus Athletic Center 
will likely be revealed at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Romulus City 
Council on Monday, city officials 
said. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said a 
series of unforeseen accidents at 
the construction site have pushed 
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back the opening a little farther: 
“The contractors spilled some 
sort of paint thinner on some of 
the tiles, and they have to be 
pulled up and replaced,” he said. 


“But I'm going to push for an April 


1 opening.” 

The council will have to 
approve any opening date for the 
facility, which has been under 
construction at Wayne and 
Northline Roads for about two 
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years. 
' The recreation facility is the 
first new municipal building con- 
structed in the city in many years. 
The $18 million building was for- 
merly a warehouse facility. The 
project was financed by Tax 
Increment Finance Authority 

(TIFA) funds.

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Long-time co college educator to retire

Gerald Van Dusen, teacher at 
the Wayne County Community 
College District western campus 
(WCCCD), will put down his chalk 
and retire after almost 40 years at 
the school. 

Van Dusen, of Plymouth, said 
teaching is a commitment to see 
his students achieve in the class- 
room and in life. 

“T came here straight out of 
graduate school,” he said. “I had 
to rethink every assumption 
about teaching and relearn how 
to interact with students using 
methods that were foreign to my 
personal experience.” 

After Van Dusen earned 
degrees from the University of 
Detroit, the University of 
Wyoming and the University of 
Michigan, he started teaching at 
the WCCCD. At the time, the col- 
lege was just a series of ‘store- 
front’ locations, and students and 
instructors used any available 
space that could be leased for 
classrooms. 

“T began teaching at WCCCD 
in the summer of 1972, at the time 
when the district was trying to 
create an identify for itself within 
a community clearly in crisis,” 
Van Dusen said. “I tried to create 
new and unusual learning envi-

ronments using technology. 

“Eventually I branched off into 
areas of technological delivery,” 
he added. “First, with telecours- 
es, later with interactive televi- 
sion and today with asynchro- 
nous online.classes via black- 
board. I also introduced the first 
online blackboard classes a 
decade ago. On the topic of deliv- 
ery, I couldn't have predicted its 
potential growth, but I envisioned 
a clear niche market, but today it 
has grown well beyond that clas- 
sification into the mainstream of 
educational delivery.” 

He has always been at the fore- 
front of a new frontier in educa- 
tion, according to college officials. 


“He was one of our stars early 
on in delivering telecourse offer- 
ings and broke ground with 
online learning,” said George 
Swan, supervisor and vice-chan- 
cellor of curriculum planning 
and accountability for the college. 
“He’s (Van Dusen) held in high 
regard by his peers and continues 
to help in assessment activities.” 

In addition to his teaching 
career, Van Dusen is also the 
author of Virtual Campus and 
Digital Dilemma. Several articles 
addressing teaching and learning 
in the new technologically driven 
environment were also collected 
in a highly regarded anthology: 
Distance Education: Teaching 
and Leaning in Higher 
Education, officials said. 

Van Dusen has also received 
several awards, including the 
Award for Innovative Excellence 
in Teaching, Learning and 
Technology and the National 
Institute for Staff and 
Organizational Development 
Excellence Award. He also 
served as a technology consultant 
to the National Educational 
Association, as well. 

Van Dusen said his greatest 
satisfaction, however, comes from 
the effect he’s had on students.

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Park improvement project poses problems for city

Amenities for the Horizon Park project in 
Belleville are causing financial concerns for 
city officials. 

Proposed plans—including 100 feet of wood- 
en dock for boats, gates, a kiosk area and a bar- 
beque area—are to be funded through a Wayne 
County parks grant, which is now about 
$500,000. The funds were supposed to be:spent 
by December 2007, according to Keith Boe, 
director of the department of public services. 

“It’s imperative it gets spent,” he said at a 
recent city council meeting. “We're going to lose 
that money unless decisions are made as soon 
as possible.” 

There’s still about $140,000 in unaccounted 
grant funds, he said.

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Starfish founder mourned

One of most active voices for vul- 
nerable children in the Wayne 
County area has died after a long bat- 
tle with leukemia. 

Dr. Ouida Cash, who founded 
Inkster-based Starfish Family 
Services and saw the child advocacy 
agency through two mergers during 
her tenure, died on Saturday. She 
was 59 years old. 

Staffers at Starfish and several 
other agencies mourned Dr. Cash’s 


passing Monday. 
_ “We will miss her dearly,” said 
Starfish board chair Bill 


Mitchell. “We have all been inspired 
by her passion and vision for 
strengthening families. Her legacy 
resides in all of us, and we are com- 
mitted to carrying her vision forward 
with the same passion.” 

Dr, Cash began leading Starfish 
Family Services in 1978 when the 
agency was known as Youth Living 
Centers.

When Amy Chrisner and her 
special education students at 
Haggerty Elementary School in 
Belleville first beeame pen pals 
with soldiers in Iraq, they didn’t 


know what to expect. 
Chrisner said their corre- 
spondence began during 


Christmastime when she stum- 
bled across an angels website for 
soldiers. Someone on the site 
posted that they wanted to talk to 
an elementary school. She wrote 
the soldier—Spe. Ernest 
Hilbert—a letter, she said, and 
started talking to him through 
email. 

“He runs the detention center 
holding facility in Baghdad and 
originally it was just letters to 
me, but now he writes to all the 
students,” said Chrisner. 

The third, fourth and fifth 
grade students joined Chrisner 
in writing, until Hilbert decided 
to get the other soldiers in his 
platoon together to adopt the 
children. Now, each student has 
their own pen pal, she said. 

“He (Hilbert) was personally 
writing the kids,” said Chrisner. 

Hilbert took a step further 
and sent the students a unique 
surprise to the school all the way 
from Iraq recently. Through a 
classroom webcam, Chrisner 
and her 14 students opened the 
gift last week. 
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“Tm a big advocate of college. 
There are some people who say, 
‘some people just aren’t college 
material,’ but I would rather have 
it be a choice if students don’t want 
to go to college. I would never want 


At the time, the five-program 
agency focused on services for chil- 
dren and youth who had been 
removed from their homes because 
of abuse or neglect. Over her years of 
service, Dr. Cash transitioned the 
agency focus to prevention and early 
intervention with recognition that 
offering services before problems 
escalated and families broke apart 
would be more beneficial. 

She directed the agency through 
two mergers, the first one in 1984 and 
the final one in 1998, which created 
the current, 12-program organization, 
Starfish Family Services. Dr. Cash 
served as CEO of Starfish through 
February 2007, when she was diag- 
nosed with leukemia. 

One of Dr. Cash’s most recent ini- 
tiatives was the creation of the 
Family Success Model, which pro- 
vides a framework for families to 
break the cycle of intergenerational 
poverty. 

Starfish staffers had spoken with 
Dr. Cash as early as two weeks ago, 
when she told them she planned to

Hilbert, who was able to com- 
municate through the eight-hour 
time difference with the class as 
they opened their presents, said 
he really just wanted to do some- 
thing special for them. 

“Tt’s not just special for them, 
but for me, too,” he said. “I’m big 
on working with kids, that’s what 
Tlike to do.” 

Chrisner said each soldier 
pooled their money together to 
purchase backpacks made out of 
Army print material for the stu- 
dents. 

“They all have the kids names 
on them, the platoon names and 
their favorite cartoon charac- 
ters,” she said. “The kids had no 
idea these gifts were coming.” 

The backpacks, along with a 
certificate, card and pictures of 
their adopted soldiers, were 
made in Kuwait and shipped to 
Baghdad before arriving in the 
United States. 

Haggerty principal Aleisa Pitt 
said when she first heard about 
the pen pal venture, she was 
touched. 

“J think they wanted to do 
something special and give the 
soldiers a piece of Belleville so 
they could feel a connection 
while being away from home,” 
she said. 

“Tt was a big undertaking, 
planning this secret surprise for 
the kids,” she added. ‘Then, 
Ernest (Hilbert) called every day 
to find out if the package had 


it to be something they’re unable to 
do.” 

Not much is known about Jay 
Williams and Darran Shelby, both 
first-time candidates in the district.

Over the years, Dr. Cash received 
numerous accolades, although she 
was best known in the nonprofit 
world for her vision, leadership and 
commitment to helping at-risk chil- 
dren and families in Western Wayne 
County.

2005 announcement that the for- 
mer Overhead Crane building had 
been acquired, the Wayne Road 
structure was expanded to 90,000 
square feet, not including outdoor 
amenities. The facility covers an 
11-acre parcel of land that was 
acquired by the city after the pur- 
chase of the old warehouse. 

The center will be managed by 
Mechanicsville, Va.-based Rink 
Management, which will run all 
aspects of the facility. 

Though the facility is not open, 
the management team is in place 
and working at the building. They 
are currently hiring more than 


100 employees and selling mem- 
berships. 

Rink also provides operational 
services for the Taylor 
Sportsplex, a nearby indoor 
recreational and sports activities 
facility in Taylor. 

The facility, when it opens, will 
have a main gym, a teen gym, 
nautilus equipment, an Olympic- 
sized pool, a kiddie pool, a hot 
tub, a fountain-like pool, a one- 
tenth-mile track, a rock climbing 
wall, rest and relaxation areas, a 
banquet hall and meeting rooms. 

Once open to the public, mem- 
bers of the recreation facility will 
walk into an apricot-colored 
lobby, followed by an exercise 
area with nautilus equipment. 
Immediately to the left is a series 


of meeting rooms, and a gymnasi- 
um area with to basketball courts. 
The center of the facility, on the 
main level, is a rock climbing 
area. 

On the upper level, a half-mile 
indoor walking track covers at 
least half the building. A café is 
located on the upper level, along 
with a dance studio, and several 
meeting and exercise rooms. 

Last Christmas, the facility was 
complete except for the swimming 
pools and some exterior landscap- 
ing. 

Initially, city officials were hop- 
ing for a 2007 opening. However, 
backordered tiles for the swim- 
ming pool caused a significant 
delay, and the opening was pushed 


_back to this year, Lambert said the 


tile problem has been resolved — 
save for the paint thinner mishap — 
and the pool work is under way. 

City officials are hoping for a 
earlier opening because they hope 
that facility membership fees 
cover the cost of the rink contract, 
employee salaries, and opera- 
tional expenses related to the 
building. 

Once the facility is open, most 
city recreational activities will 
move to the building, as opposed 
to area parks and schools, where 
most programming currently takes 
place. 

The recreation center is now 
selling memberships. To learn 
more about the center or to pur- 
chase a membership, call (734) 
942-2223. 
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Proponents of the Romulus and 
Port Huron casinos said during 
the hearings that they believe a 
casino in the city would have little 
effect on Detroit casinos, and 
Lambert reiterated that point yes- 
terday. 


Jobs are the main reason the 
casino is needed in the city. A casi- 
no development would bring at 
least one 200-room hotel and an 
additional restaurant and service 
businesses to cater to gamblers 
and travelers on site at the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport. It would 
bring about 3,000 jobs to Wayne 
County, and would provide a dedi- 
cated revenue stream for the city 
to the tune of $4 to $10 million 


annually, according to city esti- 
mates. 

The push for a casino began a 
little more than four years ago in 
December 2003, when a special 
election took place in the city to 
determine whether residents 
would support a gambling estab- 
lishment near the airport. 

Voters approved that measure 
decisively. 

Once a vote on the bill is called 


for, the full House will vote to sup- 
port or reject the measure. If it is 
approved, it will have to move on 
to the U.S. Senate, where mem- 
bers will then vote. 

If the measure fails in Congress, 
however, it will be difficult for the 
city and Indian tribes to resurrect. 

Right now, city officials and res- 
idents are in a wait-and-see mode. 

“We're being optimistic about it 
while we wait,” Lambert said.

To respond to a foreclosure 
crisis in Wayne County, 
Treasurer Raymond J. 
Wojtowicz has created a pro- 
gram he said will help home- 
owners face the crisis. 

“Operation Normandy” 
will bring together more than 
20 non-profit agencies with the 
resources to help homeown- 
ers procure funding or legal 
representation to fight back 
against foreclosure. The 
organizations include: Latino 
Family Services, U-SNAP- 
BAC, 

MISSION of Peace, United 
Housing Coalition, Legal Aid 
and Defender of Detroit, 
ACCESS, Arise Detroit! 
Michigan Interfaith Trust 
Fund, Southwest Housing 
Solutions and the Accounting 
Aid Society, among others 

In addition to the non-prof- 
it groups, Wojtowicz is also 
seeking financial assistance 
programs consistent with the 
low-cost loan program under- 
written by Comerica Bank 
with the Michigan Interfaith 
Trust Fund to assist in the pay- 
ment of taxes.

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Airport master plan needs work - and cooperation 


Officials in the City of Romulus have strenuously opposed 
a master plan proposed by the Wayne County Airport 
Authority—and with good reason. 

The plan suggests a way to expand the airport and would 
be implemented if needed. It extends out to 2027 and it 
would be far too destructive to the city of Romulus at the 
expense of providing for a larger airport. 

City officials have said that if the full expansion takes 
place, the 350-unit Sky Harbor Apartments would have to be 
demolished, along with 30 improved industrial buildings, 18 


improved commercial buildings, the Halecreek subdivision, 
and Merriman Elementary School. 

In all, about 800 residences would be demolished, and the 
city could stand to lose almost $1 million in assessed revenue, 
according to city officials. Romulus could lose as many as 
3,500 residents. 

Romulus Community Schools would lose about $1.7 mil- 
lion in revenue generated from businesses and residences in 
the area. 

Ouch. 


City officials are taking the appropriate steps in this 
process, voicing their opposition early and often. The con- 
cept of litigation has been mentioned, too, which would be a 
shame because it would mean a double hit against taxpay- 
ers—they'll essentially have to fund both sides of it. 

Granted this will not take place for 20 years, if at all. It’s 
still a significant threat to the city to start lining up the 
defenses now, though. It may still be early in this process, but 
we hope city officials stand tall on this. It’s too much to be 
forced to give up. 


Good neighbors, indeed 


The approval of the Hindu Temple expansion in Canton Township was 
not quite as swift as some had predicted. 

The township planning commission signed off on the expansion, which 
represents a $5 million investment in the land near the corner of Cherry 
Hill and Canton Center roads on Monday night, but only after about two 
hours of discussion. Even then they seemed a bit reluctant, citing the 
excessively long and narrow site and the impact on surrounding neighbor- 
hoods. 

Here’s a little bit of advice: get used to it. 

These kinds of developments will crop up more and more often in 
Canton and in other areas where vacant land is becoming more and more 
sparse and neighborhoods more and more prevalent. Township planners 
will have to increasingly walk the fine between listening to residents and 
protecting developmental property rights in the future. 

In this case, they did a good job of fostering the spirit of cooperation 
between the homeowners and the developers—aided in large part by 
attorney Bryan Amann, who is very.experienced with the developmental 
picture in Canton Township. He knows what needs to be done and how to 
make it happen. He also knows where the line is drawn and how to polite- 
ly remind the commission not to cross it. 

Through Amann, the temple officials promised to go above and beyond 
the township ordinances to help screen the structure from the neighbor- 
hood. The berms will be steeper and taller where it is practical. Additional 
trees will be a part of the landscape plan—to the point where you could 
nearly use the term ‘reforest.’ 

In a way, that’s a shame because screening the building from the neigh- 
borhood means it is also screened from the general public. And, even with 
its reduced architectural features, it is still a beautiful building and could 
have stood as a modern testament to the growing diversity in Canton 
Township. 

The plan developed through the dialogue between the developers, resi- 
dents and planners represents the best—and most practical—way to allow 
for the expansion of the temple. Everyone involved should be happy the 
system worked as well as it could. We'd also like to salute the temple lead- 
ers, who agreed to improvements that will add hundreds of thousands of: 
dollars to their project. 

It’s more expensive, but better And you can't put a price on being a 
good neighbor. 


Enough snow already 


I get jealous when the schools have a snow day. 

At this point, I'm over the winter season. The thrill of 
the first initial snowfall is gone, Christmas and the holi-

The severity of a storm, whether it 
will occur during bus runs, the amount of snow and how icy the roads are all 
come into play, administrators said. 

Three sources of radar are checked, the Wayne County Road 
Commission reports are used and from about 2:30 a.m. on, school officials 
start checking the roads. It’s more than likely with the Belleville area’s 
many dirt roads, that school will be canceled if a snowflake drops. 

Many parents are upset about all the recent school snow days because of 
the number of classes students are missing. Some even feel alternative bus 
routes should be in place in these situations. 

When I think back to my own school days, yes of course as a student, I 
loved a day of making snowmen and angels, instead of tests and quizzes. 
However, as an adult, I can see the parents’ viewpoint. 

For schools, the snow day limit per year is 30 hours—which equals five 
days+before April 1.

It was no surprise that the Wayne City Council 
accepted the deed to the Historic Wayne Theater prop- 
erty on Tuesday night. 

The best way to control what happens there is to 
own the land, after all, and this crucial piece of proper- 
ty needs to be in city control. 

City officials probably realized when the offer was 
made, more than a year ago, to turn the property over 
to the city if fundraising efforts fell short that the ‘gift 
would be the proverbial white elephant—one they 
couldn't refuse and would quickly become too expen- 
sive to care for. 

The question is, what happens to the property now? 

Well, anyone who attended the city planning com- 
mission meeting on Feb. 12 would tell you they intend 
to demolish the structure. It’s curious how this plan 
has accelerated in recent weeks. 

For more than a year, the city tried to help the the- 
ater board. They gave them a year to come up with the 
money to fix up the structure or get a financing plan in 
place to renovate it. They extended that deadline a 
couple of times and worked with ways to reduce the 
costs to bringing it to a ‘white box’ situation, essentially 
stripping it and making it ready for sale. 

At the planning commission meeting, those estimat- 
ed costs suddenly spiked from about $50,000 to 
$100,000. The orchestrated rebuttal to the concept of 
preserving the theater for redevelopment included 
pictures of crumbling foundations and tales of rats and 
exposed asbestos. The city report concluded that it was 
too expensive to fix and the land was more valuable 
without the theater on it

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When I first saw the trailer for The 
Spiderwick Chronicles, I wondered how they 
were going to fit all five books into a single 
movie. 

The answer, it turns out, is to essentially 
ignore the classic books and do your own 
thing. 

Karey Kirkpatrick, David Berenbaum 
and John Sayles, who wrote the screenplay 
for the movie, did just that in the film, which 
would be more aptly titled The Spiderwick 
Cliff Notes. 

It’s still a pretty exciting movie, though, 
and worthwhile family entertainment—as 
long as your children are old enough to han- 
dle nasty shape-shifting monsters and things 
that go bump in the night. 

The story keeps the same premise and 
mostly the same cast of characters. The 
Grace family—Mom, Helen (Mary Louise- 
Parker); daughter Mallory (Sarah Bolger); 
and twin sons Simon and Jared (both played 
by Freddie Highmore)—move into a creepy 
old estate named after their great uncle, 
Arthur Spiderwick. 

They quickly discover—at least the chil- 
dren do—that there is much more going on 
inside the house and on the grounds than it 
seems. Mischievous things crawl in the walls 
and leave notes scrawled in dust. Jared, 
sullen and rebellious at the thought of his 
parents’ impending divorce, is blamed for 
these things which are actually the work of a 
brownie named Thimbletack (voiced by 
Martin Short). 

Jared soon uncovers a powerful book left 
behind by his uncle, Arthur Spiderwick’s

Field Guide to the Fantastical World Around 
You. It contains sketches and information 
about the world of fairy and is sought by 
most of those magical creatures because of 
the knowledge it contains. 

Chief among them is a monstrous ogre 
named Mulgarath (played in human form by 
Nick Nolte, who supplies the voice for the 
computer generated version). He sends his 
army of goblins after the Grace children, first 
in small groups but eventually in an all out 
assault against the house, which is protected 
by a circle of magical toadstools. 

Some of the quirky characters that popu- 
lated the five-book series are around to help 
out the children, notably Hogsqueal (voiced 
by Seth Rogen) whose appetite for birds 
plays a crucial role in the film. 

It’s hard to compress so much into 97 min- 
utes, though, so many of the better parts of 
the series were left out. Much of the mystery 
is gone, too—in the series, we only learn 
Mulgarath’s name in the fourth book. 

Still, there is plenty to enjoy about the 
film. The child actors are believable enough 
in their unbelievable setting. Highmore is 
convincing both as the pacifistic and knowl- 
edgeable Simon and as his sullen twin. 
David Straithairn is about perfect as the long 
lost Uncle Arthur 

The effects are, of course, what you would 
expect in a story about a fantastic, magical 
world just beyond our vision. For a true trip 
into this world, though, pick up the books. If 
you watch the film you may know how the 
series ends, but the journey is still more than 
worthwhile.

Jumper, directed by Doug Liman and 
based on the book written by Steven Gould , 
is the story of David Rice (Christensen) 
who has the ability to “jump” or teleport to 
anywhere he envisions. 

The story starts with David as a teen 
from a dysfunctional, single parent family 
who is attending an Ann Arbor high school.
